HE NEW РОРЕ.— The Conclave of the 
Cardinals who have been secluded within a 
walled-in space in the Vatican since 8 p.m. on 
Friday, has occupied an unusually lengthy time in 

: electing a successor to Pope Leo XIII. Five or six 
ballots proved abortive, as was made known to the waitin, 
crowds in the streets of Rome by the smoke rising from 
the chimney, which denoted that the voting-papers had 
been destroyed. The scene of eager expectancy is de- 
scribed as thoroughly Italian and characteristic. Priests 
with their breviaries, peasant women with children in < 
their arms, barefooted monks, artists, journalists’ ponies, 
and peers, sll mixed in a howogeneous crowd bent upon 
one common object. When on Monday the election of 
Cardinal Giuseppe Sarto was announced, the news was 
received on all sides with demonstration of satisfaction. 
The new Pope, who has been for some time Patriarch of 
Venice, received his Cardinal's hat in 1893. Не is sixty- 
eight years of age and a Cardinal-Priest. His origin is 
somewhat humble, and throughout his life His Holiness 
has been noted rather for piety and scholarship than for 
any great interest in political affairs. 


Naval and Military News.—Lord Grenfell, com- 
minding the Fourth Army Corps at Colchester, visited 
Worksop to unveil a marble tablet affixed to the Town 
Hall as a memorial to men who fell in the South African 
"War. — In Lichfield Cathedral two memorial windows 
have been erected in memory of Staffordshire Yeomanry 
and yolunteers who fell in the late war. Lady Vance has 
also erected a window to the memory of her husband, 
the late Lieutenant-Colonel Sir H. Vance, who served in 
the 1st Staffordshire Regiment (38th Foot) throughout the 
Crimean War and Indian Mutiny.—On Aug. 10 a novel 
military ride takes place upon Salisbury Plain. The 
distanee to be covered is twenty-five miles, and horses 
are to be brought to the wigning-post without having” any 
spur marks upon them, and. in such fit condition as 
to be able to eat within an hour half a feed of 
corn, otherwise the riders will be disqualified. Officers 
are to ride by compass bearings from point to point, 
and each competitor must use but опе horse and 
carry sword, revolver, compass, watch, and map. Field- 
Marshal Sir E. Wood has given a cup, which becomes 
the property of the winner.—An important order has been 
issued by the Admiralty at Portsmouth, Devonport, and 
Chatham giving partieulars of the new short-service 
system for manning the Royal Navy.

Another Railway Collision.—A *erious railway

Sophocles Constantinidi, a Greek merchant, far a disso- 
lution of his marriage with his wife Julio, daughter of the 
late Mr. Stephen Ralli, on the ground of her alleged mis- 
conduct with Dr. Henry William Lance, with whom it was 
asserted an irregular American marriage had taken place. 
‘These charges were denied, and a counter-ehasge of mis- 
conduct was set up. Mr. Lawson Walton, K.C., Mr. 
Priestley, K.C., and Мт. Murphy appeared for the petitioner. 
Mr. Walton, opening the case, said that against the 
co-respondent damages were claimed for having alienated 
the affections of Mrs. Constantinidi from her husband. and 
for having been the author of the estrangement which led 
to her going through this form of marriage, It was 
necessary, counsel said, for him to explain that Mr. Con- 
stantinidi was a native of Alexandria, bug had been 
educated in this country, had lived here all his life, and 
had become a naturalised Englishman, The respondent 
was also a Greek and a daughter of a Levantin® merchant, 
who at marriage made a settlement of £50,000 on his 
daughter. The petitioner also brought £10,000 in as a 
settlement. 


London Doctor as Co-Respondent.—The parties 
were married in 1889, and they lived, together happily till 
1896. At that time Mr. Stephen Ralli was in weak health, 
and the eo-respondent. a medical gentleman gttached to 
one Of the hospitals in London, was in attendance on him. 
In the same house, near Folkestone, the respondent was 
also staying at the time. Mr. Constantinidi's mother was 
at this time suffering from a lingering illness in Geneva, 
and he was in attendance on ber for some time. During 
that period Dr. Lance became an inmate of the same 
house as respondent. Apparently thé co-respondent took 
advantage of the opportunity to entirely alienate her 
affections from her husband. The jury would hear that 
they were constantly together, and frequently alone on 
long walks.

There she was 
visited by the co-respondent continually, and they dined 
together. On Mr. Constantinidi's return he found his 
wife to bea changed woman. She treated him with great 
coldness and was very distant.

‘The ducal meeting is not perhaps | 
a)l the newspapers paint it in the way of magnificence and 
class, but iswstill one of our most aristocratic “ occasions”

Now Brighton is very much like Epsom with the upper 
strata of patrons eut off, while Lewes is by way of being a 
county MAE with a strong infusiom of superior rank 
Bank Holiday folk, and at neither place is, at presenf, 
raging of real importance. „Messrs. Pratt and Barbrook, 
who manage at Lewes, are эшш determined efforts to 
improve its character, and will, Г trust, succeed; this 
enterprising firm generally do make a success with any- 
thing in the racing line they undertake.

The Leghorn Fowl. 


HE Leghorn is, as its name implies, one of the 
Mediterranean breeds of fowl. The species is 
common in Northern Italy and on the Continent; 
but to Americans, however, bel the credit of 
first. discovering their value and developing their 
qualities, ‘They are noted as layers, and have few

équalsin this respect.’ Pallets will begin to lay at fifteen 
weeks old, and in other wüys they are just as eo, 
They are light in Body, very active and sprightly, good 
foragers, and tame, and, at the same time, very handsome. 
The shape of the body is that of the Spanish races, close, 
well up on the leg, and they have large combs and wattles. 
At first there Were only whites and the browns, but 
these have been largely added to. All have, however, the 
same characteristics. They are hardy, can be kept almost 
anywhere, and thrive well even in confinement. Browns 
have exactly the plumage of the black-red game, and this 
fact led many people to suppose that they were merely a 
cross from that fowl. When first introduced they were of 
a good size, and an attempt wus made to improve the 
pe е. by crossing with the fowl named. This had the effect 
of hardening the plumage, of reducing the size, and of 
weakening the kiue powers, but the error made has since 
been rectified. The brown is essentially a town variety, 
for its plumage does not show the dirt so much as in 
the ease of the lighter colours. 


Cleansing Very Foul Land. 


The ‘best way to cleanse foul land where the grass has 
been completely demolished is to give it, in the autumn, 
a good dressing Of lime—best chalk or limestone lime, 
freshly burnt—ten tons per acre, or 1} сї. рег rod, 
not being. too much, Place it in small heaps, slake with 
the lest amount of water necessary to cause it to 
ай о a fine, apparently dry powder, then spread 
evenly, and leave for the winter on the surface. "The 
lime acts well on the organic matter, and eyen on the 
malignant organisms on the surface or in the soil. A 
dry day should be chosen, and with a prospect. of fair 
weather for a time. In spring, preferably not before the 
early part of April, grass seeds may be sown, merely har- 
rowing the land and breaking the surface near any trees 
with an iron rake; then sow the grass seeds, rake lightly 
with a wooden rake, and roll well down. If the spring be 
mild, sowing may be done in Mareh, and there will be a 
fair growth of grass by May. If not overdone by the 
fowls it will gnin in growth asthe season advances, and 
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yield herbage of a very acceptable dative to them. This 
should answer my Rotherfield correspondent. 


. Mignonette. 


The time has arrived for sowing mignonette for winter 
bloom, says the Market Gardener. Some growers er 
to sow at once in the pots in whieh the plants are to flower ; 
others prefer sowing in small 69's, and re-potting later on 


intotheblooming-pots. Suocess is attained by either method. 


If the soil used is at all liable to get sour, it is then best» 


to sow in small pots, as the soil is thereby given fresh to 
the plants when potted on. A batch sown at the present 
time will produce early bloom; and sown again later, 
а good succession may be obtained. The pots must be 
Lr (мал, and must also be well crocked. The soil 
should а good sandy loam three parts, leaf-mould 
one part, and silver or river-sand one part. If a little 
old mortar can be obtained and mixed with. the 
compost it will be an advantage. Whichever pots are 

the soil must be put in them very firmly. The 
seed must be sown thinly and lightly covered, and 
the pots be put in a cold frame. e frames must, as 
soon as the mignonette comes through, be extra well venti- 
lated, and it will only require cold-frume treatment until 
the end of the autuma, when it should be removed to pits 
and be kept near the gl Great care is néeded in water- 
ing mignonette, as it will not endure slop watering. Thin 
out the seedlings to three or four ina p The plants may 
be sold either in 48's or 32's; 48's are, however, the general 
favourite in the market. .Sown now in 60's, and thinned to 
three or four plants and kept as cool as possible, it will 
make a eateh crop to plant in tomato-houses—if low 
ones—when the tomatoes come out. Crimson Giant and 
Machet Giant are good varieties for the purpose. When 
planted out in the houses it must be planted firmly and 
watered with care. The heat uired will be very 
moderate; not much more than sufficient to keep the 
plant growing slowly.
